CLASS  HISTORY 


On  a  bright  September  morning  in  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-three,  the  "dumbest"  fresh- 
men that  ever  entered  the  portals  of  "old  Ashe- 
boro  High"  stumbled  into  the  auditorium,  wait- 
ing for  some  guiding  star  to  take  the  responsi- 
bility of  depositing  us  in  our  respective  home- 
rooms.

We  took  more  interest  in  sports  and  supported 
our  teams  with  hearty  yells. 

Near  the  end  of  our  sophomore  year,  those 
who  had  by  some  means  managed  to  make  an 
average  of  eighty-five  were  invited  to  join  that 
dignified  organization — the  Beta  Club.

Again  we  decided  to  entertain  the  seniors. 
In  order  to  raise  some  money  to  decorate  the 
gymnasium,  we  gave  a  play  entitled:  "Act  Your 
Age."  The  cast  was  made  up  of  Louise  Poole, 
Christine  Corder,  Maflajfle  T-"*°  Bill  Lloyd, 
Buddy  Willis,  Gilda  Burrow,  Etta  Lee  Line- 
berry,  Alta  Jane  Hamilton,  Earl  Hogan,  and 
Tommy   Funderburk. 

The  months  wore  on,  and  the  last  days  of 
our  junior  year  were  drawing  nearer.  We  realiz- 
ed this  even  more  with  the  arrival  of  our  class 
rings,  which  we  wore  and  displayed  proudly. 

Our  fourth  and  last  year  has  arrived.  We  can 
hardly  believe  that  we  are  seniors.  There  are 
114  of  us,  and  if  everyone  struggles  through, 
we  shall  be  the  largest  class  ever  to  graduate 
from  Asheboro  High  School.  We  are  also  the 
first  class  that  will  graduate  from  the  twelfth 
grade. 


For  our  officers  this  year  we  have  chosen 
Merton  Branson,  president ;  Earl  Cole,  vice- 
president;  Janie  Presnell,  secretary;  and  Earl 
Hogan,  treasurer. 

We  know  that  this  is  our  last  year  at  Ashe- 
boro High,  and  we  are  determined  to  make  it 
the  happiest.  We  admit  that  we  are  giving  less 
attention  to  our  books  than  in  the  previous 
three  years.  Ball  games,  parties,  dances,  class 
meetings,  and  other  social  events  are  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  taking  their  place. 

A  sad  feeling  grows  inside  us  as  our  last 
year  wears  on.  We  have  longed  for  the  time  to 
come  when  we  would  be  the  seniors  of  Ashe- 
boro High ;  we  have  hoped  that  someday  we 
could  sit  at  the  front  of  the  middle  section  of 
the  auditorium ;  we  have  wished  for  senior 
privileges  ever  since  we  were  freshmen  in  '43. 
Now  that  we  have  reached  one  of  our  goals,  we 
aren't  as  happy  as  we  thought  we  would  be. 

Our  days  at  Asheboro  High  are  numbered. 
When  we  find  ourselves  with  a  diploma  in  our 
hands,  another  goal  will  have  been  reached. 
This  is  one  for  which  we  have  worked  twelve 
years.  With  a  feeling  of  both  sadness  and  glad- 
ness, we  shall  arrive  at  that  crossroad  where 
everyone  will  go  his  separate  way.
